TO BE MUZZLED 


lAlarming Spreed of Dread Rabies 


Provokes Drastic Action by 
Authorities. 


Ottawa, Feb. 6.—In Galt and Paris 
over sixty dogs have been killed and 
a few days ago a case of rabies was 
reported from Toronto. Dr. Ruther- 
ford states that there must now be 
scores of mad dogs scatered through- 
out the infected districts and every 
dog running loose is exposed to the 
disease. To stamp it out the only 
effective remedy is the one adopted 
and though the remedy is a severe 
one, the authorities believe it ‘s 
amply justified by present conditions 
and by the danger to which the pub- 
lic is subjected. Just how long the 
order will have to lie in force .de- 
pends to some extent on the manner 
in which it can be enforced and upon 
the co-operation of dog owners. an 
municipal authorities generally. 

Under a Federal act and under the 
Provincial Health Aét, a fine of $200 
for each infraction of any regulation 
of the provincial health board may 
be exacted, The Provincial secretary 
has agreed to act in co-operation wtih 
Federal authorities, and will use the 
machinery of the provincial con- 
stables and police officers to assist 
Dominion Veterinery inspectors in en- 
forcing the order. Dual jurisdiction 
in the case is because of the fact that 
rabies endangers both human lives 
and live stock. 

Broke Out Three Years Ago. 

Since the first outbreak of the dis- 
ease at Queenston through the visit 
of a stray American canine in May 
1907, forty-two persons, of whom half 
were children, have been bitten by 
mad dogs, 8 cattle, 1 horse, 6 sheep 
and 30 swine, have died from rabies 
and 206 premises have been quaran- 
tined owing to the presence of the dis- 
ease, No deaths among human beings 
are on record, Most of the persons 
bitten went to Pasteur Institute ‘n 
New York for treatment. The history 
of the spread of rabies from Queen- 
ston after the visit of the dog, which 
did the mischief nearly three yeara 
ago, shows the rapid way in which 
the disease has extended from one 
county to another. A peculiarity  f 
the disease is that as soon as rabies 
develops the dog starts out jo roam 
the country bitting and infecting 
other dogs or cattle and frequently 


carrying the disease thirty or forty | 


miles away befor it dies. From 
Queenston the disease Spread to Wel- 
land. Lincoln, Haldimand and Brant 
Counties by June 1908. 

Outbreak Spreads, 

In the following month outbreaks 
were reported in Norfolk and Oxford 
Kurly last year cases were reporte | 
from Waterloo, Wentworth, and Perth 
Counties and by July infected doy 
had got as far west Clinton on 
Huron County. During the past few 
weeks cases have been reported from 
Simcoe and York counties and from 
nearly every county in the whole of 
the western Peninsula. New cases of-

Dogs Must be Chained, 

Under authority of an order-in- 
council containing regulations in res- 
pect to rabies an order was issued on 
Saturday by the department of agri- 
culture on the report of Dr. Ruther- 
ford, veterinary director. general ‘o 
the effect that rabies is known to ¢x- 
ist in many widely separated parts 
of the Western peninsula of Ontario, 
directing that all dogs in that part 
of the province, lying west of the east- 
ern boundary of York and Bimeoe 
counties must either be securely 
chained in an outhouse or other byutd- 
ing or kept under lock and key or 
els® kept constantly muzzled with ef- 
fective metallic muzzles in a manner 
satistactory to the veterinary inspec- 
tors of the department. 

The order further states that in any 
municipality wh re rabies are known 
actually to exist the muzaling privil- 
ege may be withdrawn, in which case 
all dogs must be detained or isolated 
by being chained or kept under lock 
and key. This order, effecting as it 
does every dog owner in western On- 
tario, from a point a little east of 
Toronto and requiring the muzzling 
or chaining of many thousands of 
dogs, is bound to create a storm of 
protest, but both the provincial and

DEFIED INJUNCTION 


BEER, COERCION 
AND SNOBBERY 


These Three Elements Combined to 
Reduce Liberal Majority Says 
W. T. Stead 


a 


London, February 7 (by Wilti 
Stead).—The general Section nck 
has just closed will long be remember- 
ed for the extraordinary alteration of 
hopes and failures by which each 
party was excited in turn. At first it 
seemed that the Liberals were 
ing all before them and that the gov- 
ernment would come back with a ma- 
jority of 200. Then the tide turned 
and sanguine Unionists confidently 
calculated that the government would 
find itself in a minority. At the end 
the result shows that the electors have 
split the difference and that the gov. 
ernment has carried the budget by a 
majority of 100, composed of all Lib- 
erals, Labor men and Nationalists, 

Three Causes for Defeats. 


The more closely th reports are 
studied, the more close y does it ap- 
pear that the Liberal defeats were due 
to a combination of “three causes: 
“Beer, coercion and snobbery,” The 
brewers, who own most. af the drink- 
ing shops, went Unionist almost to a 
man, The public-houses became Tory 
committee rooms. The publicans and 
all their dependents worked as un- 
paid canvassers. It is not true that 
the bee was free, but it is true that 
many constituencies seemed to be 
swimming in beer. At the previous 
election, although the trade is osten- 
lsibly anti-Liberal, very many brewers 
and great numbers of the pubticans 
who are strong free traders, voted for 
the Liberal candidates. This pte 
they voted as a man, not for tariff re- 
form or against free trade, but against 
the government which had dared to 
lay its sacreligious hands on the trade 
in liquor. This turn over, even if it 
had stood alone, would have decided 


the issue in many places. 
Lords Put on the Screws. 
But it did not stand alone. The 
feudal Lords, feeling themsenves 


threatened, for the first time in their 
lives threw themselves with ardor in- 
to the fray, They put on the screw 


mercilessly. True the ballot is gec- 
ret, but electots dislike concealing 
their sentiments and the known 


Libera! had either to lie or take the 
consequences, The landlords threat- 
ened loss of employment, discontinu- 
ance of pensions, stoppage of subscrip- 
tions, notices to quit and reduction of 
wages. They felt that they were 
fighting, if not for their lives, for their 
privileges and their land. The whole 
parasitic class was swept into the 
polling booths against the Liberals, 

The third great factor in the elec- 
tion, which told most heavily im the 
suburban areas around London, al- 
though it was not by any means with- 
out influence in every country district, 
was snobbery. The Englishman dear- 
ly loves a lord. The clerk, who would 
be the first to suffer by any protec- 
tive tariff, cultivates the pride which 
apes gentility and is really arrayed 
on the side of the Peers. 

Half Hoped for Majority. 


So it has come to pass that the 
Liberals have only one half the _ma- 
jority which they hoped dor. It is 


one of the ironies of fate that the pub- 
licans and the landlords, who  polied 
their very last man against the gov- 
ernment, utterly failed to avert the 
changes which they most dreaded. It 
is now admitted that the budget must 
be passed into law. And it was pre- 
cisely the budget, with its increased 
licensing duties and provision for the 
valuation of the iand, which they 
most hated, 

The late Lord Beaconsfield once told 
his secretary, who was hoping on the 
eve of a general election that some 
one would raise a great issue that 
would sweep the country: “Don’t de- 
ceive yourself; no living man can 
raise a hew issue for a general elec- 
tion, The electors will never vote, 
and have never voted, upon any issue 
but one: ‘Bhall we or shall we not 
turn out this damn government?’ ” 
Hitherto, with the solitary exception 
of 1900, the electors have always turn- 
ed out the government. This election 
is remarkable for breaking this record. 
For the first time a government has 
appealed for a renewal of condidence. 
and thas received, not perhaps in 80 
large a measure as it desired, but to 
an extent hitherto without precedent. 

Another noteworthy fact in ‘that this 
is the first government which has ever 
ventured to legislate against drunken- 
ness which has not been promptly 
sent about its business by the publi- 
cans, 

One Course for Government.
